Scabies j- 


The  incidence  of  scabies  appears  to  have  been  low  in  the 
District  before  the  outbreak  of  war*  but  with  the  outbreak  of  war,  as  a  result 
of  migration  of  population  and  overcrowding  the  incidence  of  the  disease  has 
increased*  During  the  year  7  cases  of  scabies  were  brought  to  my  notice  but 
as  the  disease  is  not  notifiable  this  figure  probably  understates  the  facts* 


Diphtheria  Lmnunisationt- 


The  Department  continued  its  efforts  to  secure  immunisation 
against  diphtheria  of  all  children  residing  in  the  area.  The  Council  with  the 
co-operation  of  the  practitioners  in  the  /ire a  inaugurated  a  scheme  whereby  free 
immunisation  was  available  from  the  family  doctor  and  this  scheme  has  helped 
greatly. 

During  the  year,  71  children  under  5  years  of  age,  and  83 
children  5-15  years  completed  courses  of  diphtheria  prophyllactic,  making  a 
total  of  154*  At  tho  end  of  tho  year,  it  was  estimated  that  8Z/<>  of  children 
under  5  years  had  received  courses  of  prophyllactic  and  95/j  of  those  aged 
5-15  years* 

Tuberoulosis:- 

At  the  end  of  1 941  there  were  14  cases  of  tuberculosis  on 
the  Register  -  1 2  pulmonary  and  2  na>»pulmonary.  During  the  Year,  7  cases  were 
added  to  the  Register  -  6  pulmonary  and  1  non-pulmonary*  Two  cases  were 
removed  from  the  Register  during  the  Year  these  being  pulmonary,  and  on  the 
31st.  December,  1942,  16  cases  of  pulmonary  and  3  cases  of  non-pulmonary 
tuberculosis  remained  on  the  Register*.
